More single women filed in- 
come returns in California 
than ‘he combined number of 
similar returns filed‘in twenty 
states west of the Mississippi 
River. 

‘This survey,’’ said Collee- 
tor Goodeell, ‘‘indicates that 
the women of California have 
become a remarkable factor in 
the production of income ‘ax- 
es. Income of $160,500,000 re- 
ported for taxation by the 
women of a single state means 
something. ”’ 

Special arrangements have 
been made by Collector Good- 
cell by which deputy collectors 
will give women taxpayers ev- 
ery assistance in preparing 
their returns.

If there is one plain duty for 
the average citizen, it is to obey 
the law; and if there is one para- 
mount duty for public officials, it 
is to enforce the law. These two 
propositions seem to be self-evi- 
dent, yet very many of the New 
York newspapers, and a_ very 
‘raction of New York’s vot- 
ing strength, evidently need _ in- 
struction even on these obvious 
points. 

Trouble has arisen over the 
course of the present Board of 
Police Commissioners of New 
York in enforcing the excise law 
and the various other laws rigidly 
and with impartiality. The law 
of the state of New York is that 
all liquor saloons shall be shut 
on Sunday. This applies as much 
to New York City as to any other 
part of the state. In New York 
City, however, there is a very 
large proportion of the population, 
notably among the Germans and 
sons of Germans, and among other 
people of foreign birth or parent- 
age, who wish to drink liquor on 
Sundays. Many of these are en- 
tirely honest and respectable pee 
ple, who only wish to behave as 
their forefathers have behaved for 
generations in the Old World. 
Many, however, are lawless and 
disorderly; and the worst type of 
native American is invariably the 


Over and against these 
men there is a large body of peo- 
ple fully in sympathy with the 
general Americat: sentiment; that 
is, with the sentiment of the aver- 
age American country district, 
which is against opening the sa- 
Joons on Sunday. ;
